e. Intelligence production. 

Intelligence obtained through Projeot AEBASIH ha* been of value 
to RBS6KXX operations and has included the acquisition of bio- 
graphic and travel Information as veil as of MD9KES leads 
themselves. 

d. Analysis of effectiveness. 

(1) Significant operational events: 

(a) Radio broadcasts were continued from Radio Madrid 
with a 1$ minute original b ro a ds s a t and a 1$ minute 
repeat per day. An 081 report Indicated that 
reception vac technically on a par with VQA braid- 
oasts. Last year a total of 99 reports on Radio 
Madrid were obtained from Balts and from Spanish 
repatriates who had listened to these broadcasts 

in the Soviet Union. 

(b) Mailing operations from Frankfurt mere carried on 
at an average of 250 letters per month. 

(e) A coordinated campaign involving radio, mail, and 
emigre leader assets was carried on in oemnsetloe 
with the anniversary of the Hungarian Revolution. 

The campaign vas conducted In Ootober sad Xovember 
1956 and was coordinated with similar Latvian and 
Lithuanian campaigns . 

(d) In December 1958 a special mailing campaign was 
inaugurated which involved an Batoalan-Americaa 
girl nailing special material to addresses la 
Estonia.

e. Cover, control and security. 

The Voice of Estonian Freedom continues to supply adequate cover 
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far the Estonian broadcasts . Control has been strengthened by 
establishing acre rigid requirements vlth respect to broadcast 
content* It le planned to eliminate a potential security problem 
resulting from bickering between ASHASH/2 and Randolph T. 
ttIRWR by removing GURTOI. 

f. Assessment of Indigenous agents. 

There Is no Individual who could be considered a principal agent 
for this project. The only indigenous agent is AEBASIH/2. Be 
has no direct contact with any ease officer . Pay and guidance 
are handled through the Poles of Bstoalaa freedom. Bis effective- 
ness le good; his motivation appears to be adequate. Control is 
based on his dependence on us for his salary and on the fact that 
he plans eventually to immigrate permanently to the United States.
